WASHINGTON! The Senate voted overwhelm- 
ingly on Tuesday to rein in credit card rate 
increases and excessive fees, hoping to give 
voters some breathing room amid a reces- 
sion that has left hundreds of thousands of 
Americans jobless or facing foreclosure. 

The House was on track to pass the mea- 
sure as early as Wednesday, paving the way 
for President Obama to see the bill on his 
desk by week’s end. “This is a victory for 
every American consumer who has ever 


suffered at the hands of a credit card com- 
pany,” said Sen. Christopher Dodd, D-Conn. 
The bill passed the Senate 90-5. 

If enacted into law as expected, the cred- 
it card industry would have nine months 
to change the way it does business: Lend- 
ers would have to post their credit card 
agreements on the Internet and let cus- 
tomers pay their bills online or by phone 
without an added fee. They’d also have to 
give consumers a chance to spare them- 


selves from over-the-limit 
fees and provide 45 days 
notice and an explanation 
before interest rates are 
increased. 

Some of these chang- 
es are already on track to 
take effect in July 2010, 
under new rules being 
imposed by the Federal Reserve. But the 
Senate bill would put the changes into law 
and go further in restricting the types of 
bank fees and who can get a card, (ap)

Obamas auto plan 
will likely shrink the 
size of U.S. vehicles 

DETROIT I Some soccer moms will 
have to give up hulking SUVs. 
Carpenters will still haul mate- 
rials around in pickup trucks, 
but they will cost more. Nearly 
everybody else will drive smaller 
cars, and more of them will run 
on electricity. 

The higher mileage and emis- 
sions standards set by the Obama 
administration on Tuesday, which 
begin to take effect in 2012 and 
are to be achieved by 2016, will 
transform the American car and 
truck fleet. 

The new rules would bring new 
cars and trucks sold in the United 
States to an average of 35.5 miles 
per gallon, about 10 mpg more 
than today’s standards. Passen- 
ger cars will be required to get 
39 mpg and light trucks 30 mpg. 

That means cars and trucks 
on American roads will have to 
become smaller, lighter and more 
efficient. 

Eric Fedewa, vice president 


of global powertrain forecasting 
for the auto consulting firm CSM 
Worldwide in Northville, Mich., 
said the changes will make pick- 
up trucks so much more expen- 
sive that they will be used almost 
exclusively for work. 

And instead of a minivan or 
SUV, more parents will haul their 
families in much smaller vehicles 


with three rows of seats. 

The Obama administration 
says the changes mean the average 
vehicle would cost about $1,300 
more, although some private 
analysts say the increase will be 
much heftier. The administration 
says gas savings will make up the 
difference in about three years.

Judge wants mother 
arrested for keeping 
son out of treatment 

NEW ULM, MINN. I A judge issued 
an arrest warrant Tuesday for 
the mother of a 13 -year-old boy 
resisting chemotherapy after the 
pair missed a court hearing on 
his welfare. 

Brown County District Judge 
John Rodenberg also ordered that 
Daniel Hauser be placed in protec- 
tive custody so he can get proper 
medical treatment for Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma. 

The cancer is considered highly 
curable with proper treatment, but 


Daniel quit chemo after a single 
treatment and with his parents 
opted instead for “alternative 


medicines,” citing religious beliefs. 
That led authorities to seek cus- 
tody. Rodenberg last week ruled 


that Daniel’s parents, Colleen and 
Anthony Hauser, were medically 
neglecting their son. 

The family was due in court 
Tuesday to tell the judge results of 
a chest X-ray and arrangements for 
an oncologist. But Daniel’s father 
was the only one who appeared. He 
told Rodenberg he last saw Colleen 
Hauser on Monday evening. 

“She said she was going to 
leave,” Hauser testified. “She said, 
'That’s all you need to know.’” 

Daniel’s lymphoma was diag- 
nosed in January, and six rounds of 
chemotherapy were recommend- 
ed. Daniel underwent one round 
in February but stopped after that 
single treatment, amyforliti(ap)

U.K. Speaker Quits Amid Scandal 


Ouster follows news 
that many lawmakers 
abused expense policy 

LONDON I For the first time in 
three centuries, the speaker of the 
House of Commons has resigned 
— the biggest casualty in a widen- 
ing scandal in which lawmakers 
expensed such things as installing 
a chandelier or cleaning a moat at 
a country home. 

Michael Martin took just 30 
seconds Tuesday to break with cen- 
turies of convention, announcing 
that in the interest of maintaining 
unity in Parliament’s lower house, 
he would leave his prestigious post 
by June 21, 

“That is all I have to say on this 
matter,” Martin said softly in his 
Scottish accent, swiftly calling the 
house to order and moving on to 
other business. Lawmakers who 
had crowded the chamber to hear 
the historic announcement filed 
out, surprised that such a moment 
was over in a flash. 

The rest of Britain will likely 
not move on so easily. Since details 
of lawmakers’ expenses became 
public earlier this month, the pub- 
lic’s anger has intensified. 

Claims have included such 
mundane items as cookies and 
pet food, and more costly ones 
such as a chandelier installation.

“Westminster cannot operate 
like some gentleman’s club, where 
the members make up the rules,” 
he said.

Sri Lanka Urges 
Unity After War 


President encourages 
political compromise 
among ethnic groups 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA | Sri Lan- 
ka’s president reached out Tues- 
day to the Tamil minority, calling 
for political compromise to unify 
this island nation after the defeat 
of the Tamil Tiger rebel group and 
the death of its leader. 

But broad distrust between 
ethnic communities after a quar- 
ter century of warfare could make 
it difficult for President Mahi- 
nda Rajapaksa to accomplish 
that goal. 

A day after the rebels were 
defeated on the battlefields of the 
north, state television broadcast 
footage of rebel chief Velupillai 
Prabhakaran’s bloated body — 


still dressed in green camouflage 
— laid out on a stretcher, A blue 
cloth rested on his head, appar- 
ently to cover a bullet wound. His 
open eyes stared blankly. 

The footage was meant to refute 
rebel claims that their supreme 
leader had somehow survived the 
bloody final battle that killed 350 
rebels and gave the government 
control of the entire country, 
“Our motherland has been com- 
pletely liberated from separatist 
terrorism,” Rajapaksa said in a 
nationally televised speech to par- 
liament. He declared Wednesday a 
national holiday of celebration. 
He also extended a hand to the 
mainly Hindu Tamil community, 
which comprises 18 percent of the 
population, saying, “All the people 
of this country should live in safe-

In Recession, Swap Till You Drop

Web sites that help 
people trade stuff are 
growing in popularity 

NEW YORK I The turtleneck from 
designer Marc Jacobs costs hun- 
dreds of dollars at Neiman Mar- 
cus or Saks Fifth Avenue. But at 
one Brooklyn bar, the charcoal- 
gray sweater was free for the 
taking — along with jeans, belts 
and shoes. 

The neighborhood watering 
hole called Sycamore will never be 
mistaken for a department store, 
but for some recession-battered 
consumers, it’s serving a similar 
purpose. It’s a chance to update 


their wardrobes and capture the 
adventure of shopping without 
having to open their wallets. 


“It’s guilt-free shopping,” said 
Shannon McDowell, a bartender 
and swapper. 


Friends have been trading 
among themselves as long as par- 
ents have been handing down out- 
grown baby clothes. Now, with 
some help from the Internet, swaps 
among strangers are cropping up in 
bars, schools, garages and churches 
across the United States. 

The rules are simple: You bring 
something before you take some- 
thing, and money never changes 
hands. 

The popularity comes as Ameri- 
cans from every tax bracket are cut- 
ting back on how much they spend 
at stores. Apparel sales declined 10.1 
percent in the first three months of 
the year. Impulse buying, which 
represents more than a quarter of 


the fashion business, “is just not 
there at all,” said Marshal Cohen, 
chief industry analyst at market 
researcher NPD Group. 

Swapping, it turns out, is one 
substitute for shopping. And it’s 
not just clothes. People are trading 
DVDs, books, toys, and even house 
plants and garden seeds. 

Though the bartering has been 
around forever, many events are 
being organized with help from 
modern technology. 

While many swaps are orga- 
nized among friends and neigh- 
bors, Web sites such as Swaptree. 
com and Paperbackswap.com help 
people trade old CDs, books and 
video games online. Totsswapshop. 
com, meanwhile, connects people 
who want to trade kids’ items such 
as clothes and nursery furniture.

United Ponders Possible Move

Stadium standstill 
leaves team in limbo 
about future in D.C. 

U N IT E D I D.C. United’s first home 
game since fans rallied and 
marched in support of a new sta- 
dium 11 days ago will serve as a 
stark reminder of how frustrating 
the team’s situation is. 

The opponent in Wednesday’s 
U.S. Open Cup match, the New 
York Red Bulls, has had three 
names, no titles and 14 years of 
moribund crowds. 

Yet thanks to wealthy inves- 
tors, it will open a state-of-the- 
art stadium next year alongside 
the Passaic River. Its future is 
secure, while United drifts after 
failed efforts to build in both 
the District and Prince George’s 
County. 

“I think in both instances it 
was a matter of political will,” 


United President Kevin Payne 
said. “We made what we thought 
were very reasonable financial 
proposals, and the process didn’t 


go forward.” 

Now the question is whether 
the club, which can’t afford to 
continue losing money at decay-

ing RFK Stadium, will go forth in 
search of greener pastures. Eight 
of MLS’ 15 clubs currently play in 
soccer-specific stadiums, with sev- 
eral more on the way. Yet United 
remains in limbo. 

“There is a chance that could 
happen,” Payne said of American 
soccer’s most decorated club’s leav- 
ing the nation’s capital. “There are 
more interested ownership groups 
around the country than there are 
franchise expansion opportuni- 
ties. There are people who would 
be interested in having us moving 


to their community.” 

He also said that “it’s not an 
outcome that we desire” and is 
“something that I will work very 
hard to ensure never happens.” 

The scarcity and price of land 
in the D.C. area is a significant 
obstacle, and Payne said the team 
is having “quiet, early conversa- 
tions to see if there’s anything to 
talk about” with officials in the 
area.“We’re not rushing. ... We’re 
trying to understand if there’s a 
community out there that wants 
us, that wants to commit to see- 
ing a process through.” 

He said it would be “easier to 
go a little further into Virginia” 
than Maryland, considering more 
of United’s fan base resides there, 
but at this point, he just wants 
politicians to recognize that the 
club “is a bit part of people’s lives. 
... Great cities, great communi- 
ties have great sports teams.”

NFL, Comcast Strike Deal 


Cable company will 
carry football channel 
for the next 10 years 

TELEVISION I The NFL Network 
will stay in Comcast Corp.’s TV 
lineup under a deal that also 
could open the door for the foot- 
ball channel to be shown by other 
major cable TV operators that do 
not yet carry the network. 

Comcast and the National 


Football League said Tuesday they 
had reached an agreement for the 
nation’s largest cable TV operator 
to air the football channel on its 
second-most popular digital tier 
of service. 

The deal spans 10 years and 
would cost Comcast 40 cents to 45 
cents per subscriber, down from 
the NFL’s previous asking price of 
70 cents. By Aug. 1, the NFL Net- 
work will be carried throughout 
Comcast’s service areas on a pro-

gramming package called Digital 
Classic, which has about 10 mil- 
lion subscribers. 

The NFL also threw in access to 
an upcoming channel focusing on 
touchdowns, called RedZone. 

“We’ve turned a new page,” said 
Comcast CEO Brian Roberts, in 
a conference call with NFL Com- 
missioner Roger Goodell. 

Goodell added the NFL will be 
working to resolve any differences it 
has with other cable operators that 
don’t carry the network — includ- 
ing Time Warner Cable Inc., Cable- 
vision Systems Corp. and Charter 
Communications Inc. (ap)

The Eminem of yore 
rears his angry head, 
but ‘Relapse’ leaves 
apathy in its wake 

MUSIC I Every summer, some 
character from a past blockbust- 
er comes back to entertain yet 
again. The character teases with 
the notion that this time will be 
just as thrilling as the last — but 
usually disappoint. 

Last year it was Indiana Jones. 
This year, it’s Eminem’s Slim 
Shady. 

Rap’s demented antihero — the 
star of Eminem’s best-selling CDs 
and biggest hits — has returned 
to torment us once again on

“I guess it’s time for you to hate 
me again/Let’s begin, now hand 
me the pen,” he chants in the 
refrain of “Medicine Ball,” a non- 
sensical ode to menacing behav- 
ior that includes everything from 
a Christopher Reeve insult to pill- 
popping references. 

The problem is, what “Relapse”

inspires more than hate is indiffer- 
ence. When Eminem and his alter 
ego. Slim Shady, made their debut a 
decade ago, not only were the raps a 
lot wittier, but they also introduced 
us to a sinister darkness that was 
shocking and revelatory at the same 
time; we felt as if we were getting 
an insider’s view of a tormented soul 
gleefully upending society. 

Eour albums later, we get the 
picture. Adding new layers of 
gore, misogyny and hateful epi- 
thets doesn’t make it any fresher, 
especially if the rhymes are pro- 
gressively weaker. “Bagpipes from 
Baghdad” skewers Mariah Carey, 
but wasn’t that so 2003? 

Equally dated is the weak first 
single, “We Made You,” which 
takes shots at Sarah Palin and the 
romance between Jennifer Aniston 
and John Mayer, which fizzled four 
months ago. Even if the romance 
were still relevant, the celebrity 
potshot comes off as a rote attempt 
to capture the magic of songs such 
as “Without Me” without any of the 
sizzling rhymes. 

But Eminem didn’t become 
known as one of the best rappers 
alive (some say THE best) for noth- 
ing, and “Relapse” proves that he’s 
still an unparalleled storyteller. 
Unfortunately, that proof comes 
only in spurts, such as on the alter- 
nately tragic and hilarious sex 
abuse tale “Insane” and “My Mom,” 
on which he points the finger yet 
again at his horrid mother— but 
this time, for his dependence on 
over-the-counter and prescription

Delve into Cuban 
culture in your own 
cucina by making a 
stew or sandwich 

It’s getting easier every day to 
board a plane to Cuba. But you 
don’t have to finagle a ticket to the 
communist island to enjoy some 
of its tastiest dishes. 

At restaurants such as Banana 
Cafe (500 Eighth St. SE; 202- 
543-5906), Habana Village (1834 
Columbia Road NW; 202-462- 
6310) and Cuba de Ayer (15446 Old 
Columbia Pike; Burtonsville, Md.; 
301-476-9622), you can order up 
ropa vieja — literally, “old clothes,” 
a reference to the flank steak dish’s 
shredded-to-a-rag texture — or 
picadillo, a chili-like meat spe- 
cialty often ladled over rice. 

Or cook these platos cubanos 


autenticos at home, as insurance 
exec Giancarlo Ladaga does. The 
36-year-old lives in Eairfax County 
and credits his mom with teaching 
him the way around a Cuban kitch- 
en. Born on the island, Ladaga 
imigrated in 1980 at age 7 with 
his family in the Mariel Boatlift, 
a six-month exodus of thousands 
of Cubans out of that country to 
the U.S. 

Eor ropa vieja, “my mom puts 
the meat in a pressure cooker 
for 15 or 20 minutes to break it 
up, then adds Creole seasoning, 
onions, minced garlic” and other 
flavorings, he says. 

Ladaga’s mother frowns on 
his making the dish in his slow 
cooker; she thinks “I’m wasting 
time.” His way might be more 
convenient, Ladaga says, but 
even he acknowledges something 
is lacking: “My ropa is good, but 


not as good as hers.” 

In the kitchen at Cuba de Ayer 
(translation: “Cuba of Yesterday”), 
Mayra Lopez, another Cuban emi- 
gre, puts her heritage to work pre- 
paring picadillo and other tradi- 
tional dishes. 


Onions, garlic 
and lots and lots 
of meat head- 
line in the hearty 
dishes of the 
Caribbean island. 


“We first do a sofrito”— a savory 
base of flavors that permeate the 
dish— “of onion, garlic, green and 
red pepper,” says Jessica Rodri- 
guez, 32, Lopez’s daughter-in- 
law and Cuba de Ayer’s manager. 


“We also add red wine, raisins and 
cubed potatoes.” A quarter of the 
orders going back to the kitchen 
are for Lopez’s picadillo, Rodri- 
guez says. 

Over at Banana Cafe, pica- 
dillo is spread onto pizza crust 
and topped with mozzarella, or 
stuffed into timbales made of 
plantains, says general manager 
Grant Leygraaf 

David Guas, 34, might rotate 
a Cuban pressed sandwich into 
the offerings at his forthcoming 
Bayou Bakery, set to open next 
month in the former Murky Cof- 
fee (at the intersection of Eairfax 
Drive and Wilson Boulevard in 
Arlington). The first-generation 
Cuban American loves the con- 
trasts embedded in his family’s 
picadillo. “The sweetness of the rai- 
sins plus the saltiness of the olives 
are delicious,” Guas says. “And we’d
